VILLARD’S VISION. 


Another Great Railway Line from 


Ocean to Ocean. 

CHicaAGo, May 3.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The Journal says the 
Northern Pacific has completed the 
purchase of the Chicago and Great 
Western Railroad and the Calumet 
Terminal Company. The Chicago and 
Great Western is simply the terminal 
company with lines inside the city 
limits and valuable terminal facilities 
in the business center. Over this 
company’s track the Wisconsin Central 
has secured entrance to the city, and 
the N orthern Pacific will come in over 
the Wisconsin Central line. The Cal- 
umet Terminal Company has docks on 
the lake shore at Calumet, just south 
of this city, and a belt line connecting 
them with the Great Western tracks. 
The Northern Pacific will, it is said, 
issue a series of bonds to tho amount 
of $30,000,000 on these properties. 
Indications point strongly to u close 
alliance between this system and the 
Baltimore and Ohio, thus realizing 
Henry Villard’s dream of a great route 
from ocean to ocean. 
Itis stated that the general offices 
of the Northern Pacific will be re- 
moved to Chicago as soon as the new 
depot on Fifth avenue is finished. 


Colorado Silver Men. 

DENVER, May 3.—At a meeting of 
the Colorado Silver Association, 
held at the Tabor Opera-house to- 
night, Hon. H. A. W. Tabor, the presi- 
dent, called the meeting to order.

Such being the 
case, both extremes—those who want 
a grade of 1 in 25 and those who want 
agrade of 1 in 10—can well afford to 
agree upon some such grade as, say, 1 
in 17, which would, we think, bea 
“happy medium,” provided the traffic 
grade cannot be put through. 

What must be avoided is the attempt 
to make a grade which will meet with 
serious opposition, and tie the im- 
provement up in the courts, perhaps 
for yedrs, to the disadvantage of all 
exceptthe lawyers. It being generally 
agreed that the stfeet should be 
opened, let us open it in the most prac- 
ticable and unobjectionable manner.

UNWRITTEN HISTORY, 


Frank G. Carpenter’s letter about 
Gen. Grant, published today, contains 
unwritten history. It is not generally 
known that Grant ever wrote such a 
dispatch as the one he sent from Mex- 
ico in regard to Conkling’s return to 
the Senate; and, had the dispatch got 
through, it is not at all improbable 
that it might have affected the New 
York Legislature to such an extent as 
to have caused his return to the seat 
he left in haste, and thus have changed 
to a large degree the course of 
political history. None of the matter 
in this letter of Mr. Carpenter’s has 
ever been published, and it is of absorb- 
ing interest. The pictureof Li Hung 
Chang and Gen. Grant was bought by 
the Tres correspondent of a Chinese 
photographer at Tientsin last year. 
The crude little sketch of a flying- 
bridge—the original made by Gen. 
Grant himseif—possesses interest, as 
does all else pertaining to the life and 
work of the matchless soldier, the first 
citizen of his time, and the now silent 
but never-forgotten patriot and hero.

SENATOR BECK DEAD. 


PROSTRATED BY A STROKE OF 
PARALYSIS

WASHINGTON, May 3. — [By the 
Associated Press.] Senator James R. 
Beck of Kentucky dropped dead at the 
Baltimore and Potomac station at 4 
o’clock this afternoon. 
arrived from New York, accompanied 
by his daughter, Mrs. Goodloe, wife of 
Maj. Goodloe of the United States 
Marine Corps. He got off the train, 
with the rest of the passengers, and 
walked, with bis daughter; en- 
tirely the length of the plat 
form and through the gate leading to 
the station proper. He seemed to 
walk with an effort, and to breathe 
with labor, but the symptoms were 
the usual accompaniments of exertion 
with him for some months past. After 
passing into the station, the Senator 
and daughter stopped and were joined 
by his private secretary, who had 
brought a carriage to takeathem home.

A rficial examination 
only was wane ble at the time, but 
it was sufficient to satisfy the physi- 
cians that death had resulted from 
paralysis of the heart. News was tele- 

raphed to the Capitol and subsequent- 
fy spread to all sections of the city. 

7 Representatives Breckinridge, Stone, 
Caruth and others of the Kentucky 
Congressional delegation repaired to 
the station at once and arranged for 
the removal of the remains to a more 
suitable place. 

Senator Beck had not been regular 
in attendance upon the sessions 
the Senate for two years, and was in 
his seat but afew times during this 
Congress. The last legislation of gen- 
eral” importance with which he was 
connected was the Undervaluation 
Bill, which passed the Senate in March, 
1888. “He worked on that measure 
with constant devotion,’”’ said Senator 
Allison, who was associated with him 
until it was disposed of. One morn- 
ing shortly after ward he camo into the 
room of the committee saying he had 
been sick the night before and was 
not feeling well then. That was the 
first time he was ever known to be 
sick, and. from that time forward he 
was never a well man again.“ 

During the debate onthe Senate 
substitute for the Mills bill he was not 
able to take part, and his absence was 
a great loss to the Democratic ranks. 
He was not able to be present at the 
opening of the special session of the 
Senate in March, 1889, and was sworn 
in by President Pro Tem. Ingalls some 
days afterward.

Maj. and Mrs. Goodloe, son-in-iaw and 
daughter of Mr. Beck, expressed 
willingness to leave all arrangements 
for the funeral in the hands of the 
Kentucky delegation. Mr. Beck left a 
son named George, who at present is 
somewhere in Wyoming. The only 
other child left by Mr. Beck is his 
daughter, Mrs. Goodloe.

_. THE PRESENT SITUATION. 
The situation at present stands thus: 
The railways. of the United’ States, 
from all points East and West, con- 
nect with the railways of Mexico upon 
the border of the two countries at El 
Paso, 2456 miles from New York, and 
1286 miles from San Franciaco, and 
1642 miles from Chicago; at Eagle 
Pass, 2083 miles from New York, 1819 
from San Francisco, and 1880 miles 
from Chicago; and at Laredo, 2187 
miles from New York, and 1316 miles 
from Chicago. Henceto the City of 
Mexico there are two rail routes, that 
from Ei Paso via the Mexican Central, 
1224 miles; that from Laredo via, the 
Mexican National, 839 miles, making 
the distance from New York via El 
Paso 3680 miles, from San Francisco 
2510 miles, and from New York via 
ra- 
tion 183 miles south of the City of 
‘and. a concession has been 
for its extension 585 miles to 
the borders of Guatemala. Sur- 
veys are being made along the 
route, and it is believed that the con- 
struction will be completed no 
distant day.
